Tile board will adm inister poor relief, mothers* assistance, old age 
assistance, pensions for the blind, unem ploym ent relief, an d child w el­ 
fare service for dependent and neglected children in so far as these serv ­ 
ices are carried on under public auspices. 
Efficiency an d economy would be gained by adoption of the plan. 


Every fair-m inded and intelligent citizen who studies our system of 
poor relief will perceive quickly the desirability of sim plicity an d order, 
such as would be gained by the Public C h a n tie s association’s plan. 
O ur poor relief system is a heritage from the days of Queen E liza­ 
beth of E ngland, an d encrusted w ith th e barnacles of great age. 
We 
have 1,400 laws dealing w ith it. 
P ennsylvania w ith 67 counties, h as 425 poor districts, 85 alm shouses 
and 965 directors of the poor. 
In 22 counties, the county com m issioners serve as directors of th e poor. 
In 27 counties there are separate poor boards elected by the people. 
In 15 counties there is a special poor d istrict for every borough or 
tow nship, or for aggregations of two or m ore tow nships or boroughs.
